WILLIAM SCOTT 
THE SLEEPING SENTINEL 


Thomas Scott came to Amirica from Scotland in 1825 
and settled in Groton.. Here he married Mary Wormwood. 
To them were born seven sons and one daughter. Five sons 
enlisted in the Union army: Daniel, George, John, Joseph 
and William. 

Willam Scott enlisted as a private in Company K, 
Third Vermont Regiment at Montpelier, July 10, 1861. The 
regiment was mustered into the service of the United States 
at St. Johnsbury, and reached Washington July 26, and went 
to Camp Lyon at the head of Chain Bridge on the Potomac. 


On the morning of August 31, he was found asleep at 
his post as sentinel. Before a court-martial he was found guilty 
and sentenced to be shot on Monday, September 9, 1861. 


He was pardoned by President Lincoln. In the en- 
gagement at Lee’s Mill he was mortally wounded with six 
bullets in his body. He died with a prayer for the President, 
saying to his comrade, he was no coward and not afraid to die. 


Four of his brothers were in the Union army, and two 
of them died in the service. 


In speaking of Scott, President Lincoln said, ““He was 
a good boy, too good a boy to be shot for obeying nature. I - 
am glad I interfered.’’ 


His name is closely linked with President Lincoln 
through circumstances connected with his pardon, and is 
known as the “‘most noted private soldier in’ the Civil War.” 


About four miles westerly from Groton village, near 
the site of his home on U. S. Route 302, a fine granite mon- 
ument has been erected to his memory by The William Scott 
Memorial Association.

The Selectmen have refunded $30,000 of the town debt the past 
year in the form of a Bond Issue covering a period of 20 years. 


The bonds are coupon bonds numbered 1 to 40 inclusive and bear 
interest at 314%, and $1500 of these bonds are payable each yeat on 
Feb. rst, commencing Feb. 1, 1937. 


From the funds realized from the sale of the bonds we paid the 
U.S. Deposit fund due the state on which the town was paying 5% 
interest, and the balance we took up outstanding orders, and the re- 
mainder of the outstanding orders, we reduced the interest rate the 
same as the bond rate to 344%. This will make a saving of about 
$500 per year in interest. 


The State road money was expended on Selected highway No. 1, 
south of S. P. Ricker’s, and 1690 feet of this road was improved. 


The surface treatment which was done last year was re-treated 
this year, the state paying two dollars for each dollar the town paid. 


This should hold this work for two or three years and saves quite an 


expense in the Spring and Fall in repair work. 


The H. P. Ricker road on which the C. W. A. Federal money was 
used was surface treated this year from the Unselected highway money, 
from No. 302 to Ernest Whitehill’s place a distance of about a mile. 
The balance of the Unselected money was expended on the old Peach- 
am road between N. W. Whitehill’s and Joseph Ricker’s. 


In the budget estimate submitted we wish to call attention to the 
amount shown for summer roads of 30c which is 5c more than last year 
and this is due to a change in the law that requires the Road Commis- 


sioner to cut the bushes and pay for the work instead of the Selectmen. |

: ‘Doris Hosmer is the Home Economics teacher and Mr. Dustin White 
replaced Mr. McLure. 

__ The Junior High pupils have had a home room this year and, for the 
most part, have been kept separate from the Senior High pupils. 
_ They have instruction under four different teachers. The girls have 
z home economics and the boys have general science in addition to the 
ae regular subjects. Some shopwork may also be given the boys.

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At Westville playground equipment has been put up and the work 
is now practically completed for a Standard sign. 


At the South school the parents are interested in making some 
improvements. It would seem that conditions could be improved with 
the parents help and with the state aid available. The box stove and 
outside toilets are about the only ones left in the Caledonia-Orange 
district. 


The state aid this year is $3,376.71 compared with $3,101.42 last | 
year. Of this amount $177.78 was received on account of Home Ec- 
onomics. The present method of distributing state aid is more fair 
than the previous method. 


There are 26 tuition pupils enrolled in the high school this year. 
These are divided as follows: Ryegate 15, Topsham 9, Marshfield 1. 
Tuition on one other pupil from Ryegate is paid by the parents.

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Founding and Growth of Groton Library 


It was through the influence and work of the Groton Library So- 
ciety that the Groton Free Public Library was founded. This society 
under the leadership of Geo. H. Pillsbury held a meeting at R. N. 
Darlings’s on Jan. 16, 1895 and the following officers were elected: 


President, Geo. H. Pillsbury 
Vice-President, Miss Jennie Wrinkle 
Secretary, Hosea N. Welch 
Treasurer, Mrs. Newton Hall 


The society gave dramas and entertainments which netted them 
between $200 and $300, but in order to get State aid and to make the 
library a legal institution it was necessary for the town to appropriate 
$25 and to elect trustees to conduct the business. This was done at 
a March meeting in 1895, so the library became a reality. 


The first librarian was Mrs. R. D. Sherry, who served from 1895 
to 1901. Those succeeding her were Mrs. H. C. Clark, 1901-1909; 
Mrs. Geo. Clark, 1909-1918; Mrs. G. H. Pillsbury, 1918-1920; Mrs. 
N. A. Hadlock, 1920 until her death in 1927; Mrs. J. B. Renfrew from 
1927 to the present time. 


After a period of twenty years Mrs. Herman Ricker asked for an 
appropriation to match $40 offered by the State. The town voted 
$60, so there was $100 for books at that time, and in 1925 the town 
voted to pay annually $25, also to pay for electric lights, which were 
installed that year. 


From 1928 to 1934 there were sixty-nine books given by the state 
but owing to the depression we have received none since. In 1934 the 
state sent two helpers for a week each and quite a large number of 
books were repaired. During 1935 and 1936 one hundred and four 
books have been purchased, besides subscriptions to several magazines. 


In 1930 the library received a gift of two hundred books from Mr. 
Noyes, and in both 1931 and 1932 he gave $100. Since his death Mrs. 
Noyes has given $30 and $25. 


_ The library has also received gifts of books from Filmore Welch 
and a set of Marryat’s works from Fred White. At the present time 
there are about 2300 books in the library, but some are old and sel- 
dom read and the public is always looking for those of recent date.
